It is expected that all stations will 
be in full swing and ready to han¬ 
dle beets as fast as they are har¬ 
vested by next Monday. 

Nephi McLean has the lime kiln 
almost charged and will in all 
probability be. ready to 6tart the 
fire in it soon. This is one of the 
important preliminary steps 
putt ing the big mill in motion.

Wonder* Of the Unknown 


Ijind Bought For Almost Nothing la 
Naur Invaluable 

Probably the world’s best bargain 
was made by Peter Minuit, n Dutch¬ 
man, who bought the whole of Man¬ 
hattan Inland from the Indiana in 
1620 for goods worth $24. Almost as 
good was that of Simon Van Dcr 
Stall, one time governor of Capetown, 
who bought the bay of Port Natal 
for $00 worth of goods. 

The East India Company made a 
gigantic bargain Id the year 1668. 
Charles IT. had just been given the 
Island of Bombay as a dowry at his 
marriage with Infanta Catherine, of 
Portugal. The King thought the 
place worthless as the Portuguese 
had done- and allowed the Company 
to rent it for £10 a year. In 1641 an 
agent of Lord Stirling's sold the 
Whole of Nantucket Island to Thom- 
ns Mayhew for £40; eighteen years 
later Mayhew sold a joint interest to 
nine partners for £30 r and two beaver 
hats! The island is now a separate 
county of Massachusetts, 

A worth-while sale was effected by 
Roger Ludlow, a year before May¬ 
hew bought Nantucket. Ludlow gave 
the Indians six fathoms of wampum, 
6 coats, 10 hatchets, 10 hoes, 10 
knives, 10 pairs of scissors, 10 Jew's 
harps, 10 fathoms of tobacco, 3 ket¬ 
tles, and about 10 looking glasses for 
all the land bettween the Norwalk and 
the Saugatuck rivers in Connecticut, 
extending one day's walk from the 
Bound.

this article is written in mul-September when days of unsurpassed sun- 
rbine prevail, each day closing with a glorious sunset, the promise of still 
another day of perfect harvest weather to follow. The writer has just com¬ 
pleted a motor trip through hundreds of miles of grain fields. And what a 
sight! If tho pessimists of our Dominion could make such a trip surely their 
croaking voices would he silenced. 

Speeding along almost perfect roads, albeit «>nly well graded dirt roads, 
whether over prairie as level as a billiard table, or with the feeling of a bird 
lising and dipping as the car speeds over more rolling country, dropping in¬ 
to a valley here and winding up through the hills, only one sight reaches the 
eye, and that panorama extends unchanged as far as the eye can reach, a 
seemingly limitless expanse of yellow golden grain. The whole country is 
golden yellow. 

And no great industrial city in the world can show a scene of greater 
activity. On nil sales can be heard the click and clatter of the hinders ns they 
cut down the ripened grain and with automatic carelessness toss the bound 
sheaves to one side, ready for the stookers. With amazing frequency the 
sight in witnessed of llie newer combines—reaper and thresher some using 
tho swat her attachment, others threshing the grain as the big maelfincs 
move onward with the irresistibility of a tank in modem warfare. In some 
Holds the harvest hands are busy in groups gathering the sheaves into 
stooks; across the read a threshing gang is at work, horses hauling great 
lacks' or stook-loading machines, pitchers, engineers, firemen, drivers, all 
covered with dust and working at high pressure to accomplish a maximum 
of work befoie daylight fails. 

And as one speeds along the road it becomes a necessity to slow down 
and turn out every few minutes as we pass, or allow to pass, a l»ox wagon or 
motor truck loaded to capacity with the wheat being hurried to the eleva¬ 
tors. those far from artistic but essentially modem and practical adjuncts to 
twentieth century gra : n raising and marketing. Every road is alive with 
thom, great wagons drawn by teams, double teams, horses three abreast 
counties* new motor trucks, strings of wagons hauled by a tractor, driven 
by old men and young, boys hardly in their teens, women and girls, all 
headed to the nearest railway station. 

And these small prairie towns and villages through which we pass every 
c’ght or ten miles all present the same scene of tireless activity. The loaded 
grain wagons and trucks are lined up awaiting their turn to reach the 
elevators, while tho “putt, putt” of the engines testify to the energy with 
which tile elevator operator is striving to keep up with the golden stream 
louring in upon him. At the same time is heard the “hiss” of the grain 
ns it Is emptied through the elevator chutes into the waiting freight cars 
All night long the elevators struggle with the gigantic task before them 
and through the night the long trains plunge through the darkness hurrying 
the proceeds of the farmers' toil to the hungry markets of the world. 

And where urc those tens of thousands of harvesters from Eastern Can¬ 
ada. British Columbia, and the miner-harvesters from over the sea, which 
only a few days ago thronged our cities and larger town distributing cen-

Danish Farmer lias Invented Won¬ 
derful New Maeliinc 

The world is used to several varie¬ 
ties of prepared milk and to milk 
powder, but shortly it will be made, 
and sold, in sheets. 

A landed proprietor at Copenha¬ 
gen has invented a device which ex¬ 
tracts the water from fresh milk and 
leaves dry milk which comes from 
tho machine in a form resembling 
sheets of rather heavy tissue paper.

“fresh milk” again by mixing it with 
lukewarm water.

The delicate rose vines suffered 
severe damage in recent earthquake, 
but this has been overcome, and the 
crop this year will be only 30 per 
cent, under normat. There are 43,- 
000 rose gardens In Bulgaria. A 
hundred thousand Bulgarians, about 
14,000 fumilies have no other means 
of livelihood. 

Tho rosebuds are shipped to 26G 
distilleries. More than 1,000 pounds 
of buds arc required to yield one 
pound of attar, which sells In the 
United States for $230. 

The peasants arc still depressed 
by one factor.

The latest figures 
for the export of Attar of roses to 
the United States barely reach 10,- 
000 ounces for a year, compared with 
an average annual demand of 100 000 
ounces before the war. 


Sheep Should Be Hipped Both In the 
Spring and Foil 

The spring dipping of sheep is not 
sufficient for the whole year. To keep 
the flock free from external parasites 
sheep should be dipped In the spring 
and again in the fall. A warm sunny 
day in September is a good time. A 
properly arranged dipping tank is a 
necessity on any farm whero sheep 
are raised. When the sheep arrive 
home from tho fairs and exhibitions, 
or when fresh stock is Introduced dip¬ 
ping should be practiced.

Winds charge the atmosphere with 
millions of tons of dust every day. 
and it is often carried to gnat dis¬ 
tances before it settles to the earth. 
In China, an area of some 300,000 
square miles is covered to a depth of 
thousands of feet with a fine yellow¬ 
ish soil called "loess,” which is sup¬ 
posed to have been brought by winds 
from the deserts and dry steppes of 
Central Asia. In March. 1901, a ser¬ 
ies of dust storms occurred in the 
northern part of the Sahara Desert, in 
Africa and the dust, after being whirl¬ 
ed upward by cyclonic winds to great 
heights was eventually deposited over 
most of Western Europe to a distance 
of 2,500 miles from the place of orig-i 
in. German scientists estimated that 
not .less than 1,800,000 tons of the 
deposit fell in Europe and over the 
Mediterranean Sea. On the African 
coast the deposit is supposed to have 
amounted to 150.000.000 tons. 

Remarkable Bath In Iceland 

Water. Conducted. Through . I'nder- 
gTotind Passage From Hot 
Spouting Fountain 

One of the great heroes of Iceland 
was Snorre Thurleston. He wrote a 
book about the kings of Norway, and 
he built a remarkable bath which is 
still preserved after more than six 
centuries. The bath which is circu¬ 
lar in form and about 15 feet in dia¬ 
meter is built of hewn stone3. neatly 
fitted and held together by a fine and 
durable cement. Around the inside 
rim of the basin runs a stone bench 
capable cf seating thirty persons. The 
water for the bath is brought from 
a hot spouting fountain, and is con¬ 
ducted for a distance of 500 feet 
through an underground passage. An 
aperture which lets in the water can 
be closed at will, while another open¬ 
ing in the bottom of the bath (also 
capable ol being closed with a slon?) 
allows the water to floV out. In this 
way the bath is kept perfectly clean.

Bee Stores 

For Winter 

Forty Pounds Needed For Each Itivs 
During the Winter 

To survlvo the winter and to re¬ 
sume brood rearing the following 
spring, bees require a considerable 
amount of food. While the amount 
needed for the winter months is not 
large, consumption increases very 
rapidly In the early spring when 
brood rearing Is resumed and before 
tho weather is suitable to open the 
colonies. It is, therefore, a wise plan 
to give the colonics enough food in 
the autumn to carry them well on in¬ 
to the following spring. Each colony 
should have not less than forty 
pounds when put away for the win¬ 
ter. In addition to what is in tho 
hives, it is also advisable to carry 
over a few well-scaled combs of hon¬ 
ey for emergency feeding in the 
spring. 

The Dominion Apiarist, at the Ex¬ 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, in discus¬ 
sing this question in “Seasonabla 
Hints,” says that healthy bees eject 
waste material only whc&Jlying and 
during the winter confinement to 
their hives it accumulates in the in¬ 
testines. If the amount of waste ma¬ 
terial is large, dysentery and deatl) 
may follow, lienee It is important that 
the food given to tho bees for the 
winter be os free from indigestible 
matter os possible. Clover and buck¬ 
wheat honeys arc good but sugar sy¬ 
rup is the best for the dormant sea¬ 
son. Honey is better than syrup when 
brood rearing i s in progress. When 
feeding in the autumn, it Is a good 
plan to leave several pounds of hon¬ 
ey with the bees and then to feed 
them with apgar syrup made of two 
parts white granulated sugar to one 
part of water. The syrup being stored 
lust will be first consumed, thus put¬ 
ting off the consumption of honey 
until towards spring. Those who wish 
to secure copies of "Seasonable 
Hints” may do so by forwarding their 
names and address to the Publica¬ 
tions Branch, Department of Agricul 
ture, Ottawa.

British Women For Canada * 

Largo Party Coming To Join Their 
Husband* and Families Here 

One hundred and eleven British wo¬ 
men destined to join their husbands 
and families, are coming to Canada 
in one large party on the Anchor- 
Donuldson liner “Athenia.” These 
women are proceeding under the 
auspices of the Society for the Over¬ 
sea Settlement of British Women, 
which is supervised by the Church of 
England, and has been recognized as 
the women’s brunch of the Oversea 
Settlement Committee. Since 1919 
this society bus carried on the work 
of former women’s migration societ¬ 
ies in Great Britain. Through their 
efforts many hundreds of women and 
children from all parts of Great Bri¬ 
tain ure settled in Canada, coming 
out in special parties under the care 
of trained conductresses. 

This year tho S.O.S.B.W., realizing 
tho need in Canada for experienced 
domestics, has been making arrange¬ 
ments of test examinations in house¬ 
hold work for women proceeding to 
Canada, and other Dominions. The 
society conducts investigations here 
as to the conditions for house-work¬ 
ers, and applies its findings to train¬ 
ing the right kind of women for set¬ 
tlement. They ulso assist women and 
children to meet their men-folk al¬ 
ready settled in this country.

Some months ago, a workman fell 
out of the fifteenth floor of a build- 1 
ing In course of construction In New , 
York City. On the thirteenth floor 
he grabbed a rope hanging from a 
scaffold and swung himself . in on 
the twelfth floor, saving his life. He 
afterwards confessed that he was as 
much astonished by his act as anyone 
who saw him. 

The explanation is that the fall of 
twenty or twenty-five feet before ho 
grabbel the rope occupied about one 
second and a quarter, which was 
time enough for his thinking machin¬ 
ery to issue the orders which made 
his muscles take hold of the rope be-1 
low at the proper instant. Had ho 
been placed in equal danger while 
driving an automobile at sixty miles 
[' an hour lie would have been killed. 

Tests with a group of typical au¬ 
tomobile drivers have shown that the 
average time needed to see a danger i 
signal, realize Us meaning nnd begin 
to press the brake lever is a little 
more than half a second. In that timb, 1 
a car travelling forty miles an hour 
would move thirty feet. That dis¬ 
tance represents the minimum mar¬ 
gin of safety the driver must main¬ 
tain to avoid accident. 

As speeds increase, no remedy for 
the advancing number of accidents 
will be found in stricter driving tests 
c or improved warning signals. Devices 
will have to bo found speedier than 
the human nervous system.
